t 21 years of age, Amy Mickey and Juhe Mickey 
have already learned some of life’s most famous 
axioms.

But that’s changed now and Julie as well as Amy is 
determined to give a singing career a real chance. 

They arrived in Nashville to begin the first semester at 
Belmont College in the fall of 1996, Belmont has a strong 
music business program. 

“We're close to Music Row. right in the middle of 
things happening,” Amy said. 

The twins don’t let the excitement of the city take them 
out of reality. 

“Everybody and their brother wants to be a country 
singer.” Jutie said. “The whole thing about Nashville is 
who you know.” 

“Everyone has a demo and we're working on one,”

The internships don’t provide 
singing opportunities, but they are getting experience in the 
music business. Famous singers such as George Strait and 
Reba MacIntyre are known to occasionally have business in 
the building where the twins work. They keep an eye open 
for a glimpse of the stars. 

“It’s a good opportunity,” Amy said. “We're in the 
same building with people who can help us in our career.” 

The twins chose a singing career in country music 
because it fits their voices and their style. 

“T like the genuineness of country music,” Amy said. 
It’s different from rock music where performers feel they 


have to be outlandish with their clothing and must have a 
gimmick, she said. 

But the twins want their music to be unique. “There is 
so much assembly-line Nashville music.” Julie said. “One 
hit comes out, then you hear a million songs just like it. We 
want to do smarter music and not have it sound like 
everyone else.” 

Amy and Julie are both learning to write songs so their 
music 1s their own, and because the music industry 1s 
looking for people with that talent. 

The two students recently returned to college after a 
semester break brought them home to East Jordan. 

“We don't get home often, that’s the hard part.” Julie 
said.

TO THE FINE CITIZENS OF BOYNE CITY, 


By now, you have noticed, that the old Don’s 
Barber shop is gone. We have had many inquires 
about the building’s past and the future plans of the 
property. We would like to take this opportunity to 
inform you of our findings. 

According to an old reliable source, you know 
who you are, the building was moved to 207 Water 
Street over 90 years ago, so the exact age is un- 
known. 

The building had been burned extensively on the 
inside walls and most of the original roof. 

The demolition contract was awarded to the 
Korthase Implosion and Demolition Co. Work was to 
be started earlier, but crews were busy in Las Vegas 
until after the first of the year. The crews were 
briefed to be on the lookout for any interesting 
artifacts of historical nature.

Tourists 
will travel from many states to view the beautiful 
skyline of Boyne Falls and to be able to see the 
“falls” from a different angle. And at this time, we are 
not sure, but may be able to see the lights of Elmira 
on a clear night. The exact view is still not known as 
we have not found a step ladder tall enough. 

Parking for the new complex will not be a 
problem, for the old barber shop had a basement. 
Traffic flow designs are being studied to best utilize 
this area for underground parking. This area should 
be of ample size to relieve the rest of Boyne’s 
parking problems as well. 

This new complex will certainly add to the 
employment opportunities of the greater Boyne area. 
With all the requirements of a full service hotel, at 
least 14 jobs are being anticipated.

COMMISSION APPROVES EASEMENTS FOR TOWERS 


Tower Center passes first test 


The Boyne City Commission 
liked what it saw and voted Tuesday 
to allow two easements for the pro- 
posed Tower Center project in down- 
town Boyne City. 

s REAP Inc., has submitted a plan 
to the city to totally renovate the 
More Sports building on the corner 
of Water and Lake streets into the 
Tower Center. The building was pur- 
chased in early December from Bob 
Hammontree by REAP, Inc., whose 
owners are Gary Deters, Becky Voice 
and Jeff Wellman. They are also own- 
ers of the Boyne City Re/Max office. 

Under the plan, the exterior of 
the building will be completely reno- 
vated and the interior divided into 
four retail spaces, each with its own 
outside entrance. The focal point of

the building would be a clock tower 
on the northwest corner. That corner 
of the building will also be cut back 
to allow a better view of Lake Street 
from the intersection. There would 
also be a tower on the southwest cor- 
ner of the building. 

The clock tower required ap- 
proval by the city commission for an 


easement to allow the pillars of the~ 


tower to be built approximately 4’ 9” 
from the property line on the north- 
west corner of the building. Approxi- 
mately a 3’ easement was allowed for 
the tower on the southwest corner of 
the building. 

Police Chief Randy Howard said 
he found no public safety concerns 
with the design and Public Works 
Director Denny Jason said there 


would be no problems with utilities. 

Due to the pedestrian node at the 
corner of Lake and Water streets, 
there will still be 20 feet of sidewalk 
between the pillars and the street as 
well as the area under the tower. At 
the corner of the alley and Lake Street 
there will be 6 feet of sidewalk re- 
maining. 

The commission was unanimous 
in support of granting the easements, 
although some concerns were raised 
about the tower next to the alley, 
which Commissioner Bill Grimm felt 
could easily be damaged by a semi- 
truck turning out of the alley. 

In addition to the city 
commission’s approval, the project 
requires a site plan review by the 
planning commission and approval

Parents, students 
question school's 


attendance policy

A group of parents canvinced 
the Boyne City School Board to take 
alook at the school attendance policy 
and consider making changes. 

Parents and severai students at- 
tended the special meeting of the 
board on Monday to talk about the 
fairness of the policy that deducts a 
percentage of grade points when stu- 
dents are absent, whether or not the 
absence is excused. 

Jerry and Linda Van Treese’s 
daughter was absent from school be- 
cause she had both legs in casts. 
When she was able to return to 
school, she had the misfortune to 
become ill with the flu, said her 
mother Linda Van Treese. Although 
the absences were unavoidable, her 
daughter’s grade dropped from a “B” 
toa"“C+”. 

High school senior Joe Richter 
told board members that the policy 
was a lose-lose situation. 

“My mom has had a serious ill- 
ness so I’ve been out of school,” 
Richter said. “I have to make up work 
and then I’m penalized again.” 

Parent Susie Johnson pointed 
out that the students shouldn’t be 
pressured to attend school when 
they’re ill. 

“fll children go to school to 
avoid an absence and then spread 
germs,” Johnson said. “These kids 
shouldn’t be penalized when they’ re 
absent for a good reason.” 

Board members Jerry Kelts and 
Kathy Anderson agreed that it is 
wrong to penalize students for an 
excused absence. 

“J don’t think we should reward 
students for coming to school sick,” 
Anderson said. “I don’t think every- 
one has to be here every day at all 
costs. That's not what it’s all about.” 

Students also need to be absent 
for appointments with the doctor or 
dentist or for family emergencies, 
Johnson said. 


Many doctors and dentists have 
Saturday hours, said board member 
Renate Smith. 

But Johnson said that it’s not al- 
ways possible to schedule everything 
on a Saturday. “I’m working too,” she 
said. “You can’t always coordinate 
everything.” 

The board will review the policy 
and decide whether or not to make 
changes. If changes are to be made,

it will draft a new policy that will be 
presented for readings at future board 
meetings. 

Also at Monday's meeting, the 
board discussed a ban on smoking on 
all school property and at all school 
functions. 

New board member Linda 
Simpson argued for allowing smok- 
ing in designated areas. But At-Risk 
coordinator Karen Jarema said allow- 
ing any smoking sends the wrong 
message to the students. 

The ban on smoking reccived a 
first reading on Monday and will be 
up for a second reading at a future 
board meeting. 

The board approved access to 
electronic information and use by stu- 
dents, faculty and staff and members 
of the public. The board's position is 
that Internet access promotes the use 
of electronic information technolo- 
gies in educational endeavors.

National ski magazine features Boyne Mountain 


(Editor's Note: Boyne Mountain 
and its founder, Everett Kircher, are 
featured in, the January issue of 
Snow Country magazine. Excerpts 
of the story, written by Jim Neff, are 
reprinted here.

My favorite Everett Kircher 
story is about the time, as a young 
man, when he went skiing near Lake 
Placid. This was in the days before 
chairlifts, when skiers had to hike up 
@ mountain in order to slide back 
down. Kircher had just bought a pair 
of wooden skis, maybe 210s or 215s. 

After a frustrating day spent try- 
ing to make the balky boards turn, 
he sought help from a local ski shop. 
The proprietor assured Kircher he 
could shorten the skis, which would 
make them easier to handle. 

When Kircher went back the 
next day, his new skis were indeed 
shorter: the man had lopped off the 
front tips. “To this day, I’m not sure 
that was really a ski shop,” says 
Kircher, “But I do know it was a shop 
with a saw.” That was the last time 
Everett Kircher left anything ski-re- 
lated to chance. 

Skiers outside the Midwest may 
never have heard of Boyne Moun- 
tain, the resort Kircher founded al- 
most 50 years ago. With a 500-foot 
vertical drop, it’s unassuming by 
most standards. But chances are, 
Boyne has impacted your ski experi- 
ence. As early as 1948, the resort was 
one of the first in the country to offer 
a five-day, midweek learn-to-ski 
package, now a staple at most desti- 
nation resorts. If you hate waiting in 
liftlines, thank Kircher for helping 
design and debuting the triple chair 
(1963), the quad (1965) and the high- 
speed six-seat chair (1992) in the 
United States. If you’ve ever skied 


on manmade snow, you may have 
benefited from Boyne’s pioneering 
efforts: Kircher holds several patents 
for snowmaking and grooming 
equipment, And if you’ ve ever mar- 
veled at a smooth Stein Eriksen turn, 
give a tip of the ski hat to Boyne, 
because it was Kircher who enticed 
the legendary Austrian to take his first 
job here. 

In many respects, Boyne has 
been one of America’s ski laborato- 
ries, and Kircher its ski scientist. And 
from modest beginnings, Boyne 
Mountain has become Boyne USA, 
one of the real dynamos in the ski 
industry. 

Last year, the Boyne USA re- 
sorts sold 1.1 million lift tickets and 
the company’s total sales were in 
excess of $85 million, making it one 
of the top resort operations in the 
country. The Boyne umbrella in- 
cludes four ski resorts: Boyne Moun- 
tain and Boyne Highlands in Michi- 
gan, Big Sky in Montana and 
Brighton in Utah. Negotiations are 
underway that will add a fifth resort, 
Crystal Mountain in Washington. 
Boyne also owns eight golf courses 
in Michigan, one in Big Sky and one 
in Naples, Fla., plus a scenic chairlift 
ride near Gatlinburg, Tenn. 

These numbers are not as im- 
pressive as the ski-industry giants: 
Vail Resorts (if it gets permission to 
acquire the Summit County trio) will 
do 5 million skier-visits this year, 
followed by the American Skiing 
Company (seven Eastern resorts) 
with 3.5 million and Intrawest (its 
holdings include Backcomb and 
Stratton) with 2.5 million. But it’s 
not bad for a corporation whose 
“board of directors” often makes de- 
cisions around the kitchen table. The 
eldest Kircher son, John, is general 
manager at Big Sky. A daughter, 
Kathryn, heads the Boyne Design 
Group, which is responsible for the 


interiors and public areas at Boyne 
properties. And another son, 
Stephen, is vice president of Michi- 
gan operations. Together with long- 
time CEO Art Tebo, they form the 
core of Boyne USA. 

“When I started Boyne in 1947, 
I knew all the skiers by name, and J 
have a bad memory,” Kircher says. 
“We charged $5 for a lift ticket and 
you had to help pack the hill before 
I'd let you ski. We had about 2,000 
skiers all winter.” 

These days, a typical Saturday 
at Boyne Mountain will draw more 
than 3,500 skiers. The annual St. 
Patrick’s Day bash is one of the big- 
gest ski parties around, luring 8,000 
skiers or more to the slopes. “The 
Mountain,” as locals call it - together 
with Boyne Highlands, 20 miles 
north - offers a combined total of 82 
ski runs, 23 lifts and accommodations 
for 1,800 guests. The sheer magni- 
tude of the Boyne operation sets it 
apart from most ski resorts in the 
Midwest. 

While all of the Boyne USA 
properties play a part in making the 
machine go, Everett Kircher is still 
the soul of the company. He’s not 
your typical exec: You could pass 
him in a Wal-Mart and figure he was 
just aregular guy, out shopping for a 
radio or some birdseed. He is iras- 
cible at times and always straightfor- 
ward; beating around the bush is not 
his way. When it comes to business, 
he’s a black diamond - tough and 
demanding. Above his desk is a 
plaque that reads, “He who dies with 
the most toys wins.” 

At 80 years, what fascinates 
Kircher now is what fascinated him 
a half-century ago: how to get ski- 
ers up the slopes, put more snow on 
the hill and show his guests a good 
time. He figures if something works 
at “The Mountain,” it will work ev- 
erywhere else, too. Even his fiercest 


competitors will tell you that keep- 
ing up with Boyne has made Mid- 
west resorts better, because it sets 
standards other ski areas are obliged 
to follow. “he’s one tough son-of-a- 
gun,” says a Midwestern ski-indus- 
try colleague. “Boyne is like the 
Dallas Cowboys. You love to hate 
them, but they force you to raise your 
level of play if you want to beat 
them.” 

Another competitor had a simi- 
lar view, but with a different twist. 
“Sometimes I think Kircher does 
things just because he can, not nec- 
essarily because Boyne needs to. He 
has the money to put up a new lift 
anytime he wants, so it gives Boyne 
a competitive advantage. You're al- 


most forced to follow suit, even if ¢ 


you don’t want to. Sometimes | 
imagine him sitting in his office, 
smirking: ‘Try to beat that one, 
boys.’” 

The Everett Kircher story is clas- 
sic Americana, the tale of a young, 
ambitious man who made it big. As 
a college student in the 1930s, 
Kircher had to drop out of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan to help run the 
family business on the east side of 
Detroit. 

His passion was skiing, and his 
favorite resort was Sun Valley. In 
fact, Kircher was the sixth person to 
win the Sun Diamond Award for ski- 
ing Mount Baldy from its summit to 
the bottom. ‘‘No one in my family 
skied,” recalls Kircher, “but I had 
friends who did. We went to Sun 
Valley because it was the first resort 
out West, it had a swimming pool and 
the girls were pretty.” 

After selling the family business 
and gaining some success as a 
Studebaker dealer, Kircher pursued 
his dream of finding a piece of land 
in Michigan that he could turn into 
the “Sun Valley of the Midwest.” 

The land he chose was near

Boyne Falls in northwestern Michi- 
gan. Ernest Hemingway, who spent 
his first 22 summers near there, called 
this region “the priceless place” and 
immortalized it in his Nick Adams 
stories. Kircher was able to acquire 
40 acres in the heart of Hemingway 
country for the princely sum of $1, 
from a farmer who had no use for the 
hilly terrain. “Boyne was on a dirt 
road in the middle of nowhere, so I 
knew we'd need something to attract 
skiers,” recalls Kircher. “Sun Valley 
was replacing its one-seat Dollar 
Mountain lift, so I bought it for 
$2,000 and had it shipped to Michi- 
gan. No one else in the Midwest had 
a chair.” 

Boyne was also the first Michi- 
gan ski area to create a ski village at 
the base with an out-door pool, a

Kircher up on the offer. Eriksen spent 
two seasons at Boyne before mov- 
ing on to Aspen Highlands.

Rolling out the white carpet 


East Jordan has made itself a mecca for snowmobiling

In most northern Michigan com- 
munities, the beginning of the win- 
ter season is heralded by new snow, 
colder weather and icy roads. But in 
East Jordan the first real hint that 
winter has arrived is a faint buzzing 
noise followed by the legion of snow- 
mobiles and their riders who come 
every winter and make themselves at 
home. 

East Jordan has proclaimed it- 
self “snowmobile friendly” and ev- 
ery year this small town rolls out the 
“white” carpet to warmly welcome 
snowmobile enthusiasts. The “Sno- 
Blast Festival,” a city-wide winter 
celebration, is held each year on the 
third weekend in January. Snowmo- 
bile races and other winter events 
gather residents and tourists together 
to participate in activities centered 
around a sport they both enjoy. 

But simply being invited to a 
community festival is not why so 
many snowmobilers come to East 
Jordan. City officials have opened the 
city up to the use of snowmobiles. 
Specific routes are mapped out so

thatriders have the freedom to travel 
along selected city streets. Desig- 
nated snowmobile routes throughout 
East Jordan are well marked with 
highly visible, green and white signs. 

“T think that having the proper 
signage has really helped us keep 
both the snowmobile users and oth- 
ers safe,” said East Jordan Police 
Chief Jerry Alward. 

According to Alward, most 
snowmobile users are polite, law- 
abiding citizens who are very con- 


cerned with safety. “We want to stay , 


snowmobile friendly. We are always 
interested in ways to help the riders, 
especially when it comes to keeping 
everyone safe,” he said. 
Snowmobiling has been a popu- 
lar recreational sport in East Jordan 
since the early 1960's. According to 
Tom Galmore, Sr., a snowmobile 
enthusiast and founder of Galmore's 
Inc., one of the reasons East Jordan 
has remained a mecca for 
snowmobiling is that currently all 
four snowmobile manufacturers have 
dealerships in East Jordan, in addi- 
tion to several local parts and repair

“East Jordan was one of the first 
areas in northern Michigan to have 
available a quantity of snowmobiles 
for sale,” Galmore said. 

East Jordan Auto Parts sold the 
furst snowmobiles, the “Trail Maker.” 
A few years later, Galmore brought 
Ski Doo to East Jordan. The growth 
of sales surprised everyone. “We sold 
about 25 to 30 machines in 1965. 
With the 1966 model, we doubled the 
number of sales. When Ski Doo of- 
fered their 1968 models, we sold over 
200 machines that year,” he said. 

The effect snowmobiling has 
had on the economy of East Jordan 
is immense. Statistics show that any 
money spent in one place usually 
goes around that area at least eight 
times before leaving, according to 
Mary Faculak, executive director of 
the East Jordan Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

“T had a woman in my store a 
few weeks ago who was a waitress 
in a local business. She was looking 
forward to the arrival of the 
snowmobilers so that she would be 
able to make some new purchases 
with the additional money she would 
be earning, “ Faculak said. 

Another reason snowmobilers 
find East Jordan so convenient is its 
close proximity to popular, well 
maintained trails. The Jordan Valley 
Trail System is known to many as one 
of the most scenic in northern Michi- 
gan. Snowmobilers can ride their 
machines from their front door, 
a antag the city of East Jordan and 
connect to trails in the Jordan Valley, 
without once having to trailer their 
machine. 

And what may be even more 
unique is that they can stop for break-

fast on the way, get gasoline and sup- 
plies and even pick up a pizza, all the 
while using their snowmobile as 
transportation. 

There are several local snowmo- 
bile organizations that help maintain 
“these trails, conduct weekend races 
and safari rides, and generally pro- 
mote the sport of snowmobiling as a 
fun family activity. The East Jordan 
Snowmobile Club is very active in 
the Sno Blast Festival as well as 


many other activities throughout the 
year. Its clubhouse is located on Mt. 
Bliss Road, just outside the city lim- 
Its. 

A recent project of the 
Charlevoix Snowmobile Club has 
been the creation of a Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources ap- 
proved snowmobile trail connecting 
East Jordan and Charlevoix. This 
approximately 19-mile trail is 
groomed, marked and awaiting final 
DNR approval. Once approval is re- 
ceived, which sponsors hope will 
occur sometime garly this year, trail 
maps will be available to interested 
riders.

One other organization, which 
includes representation from the East 
Jordan, Charlevoix and Antrim clubs, 
is the Charlevoix County Snowmo- 
bile Council. This group is respon- 
sible for maintaining both the new 
East Jordan-Charlevoix trail as well 
as the Jordan Valley Trail System. 
The group owns several pieces of 
grooming equipment. 

“All the work that has been done 
on these trails involves the help of 
an awful lot of people,” according to 
Lee Symonds, council] president. 
“Our maintenance coordinator, 
Clarence LaCross, has designed a 
special drag implement that has 
helped to make these trails some of 
the fittest in northern Michigan.” 

With safety a concern of both 
snowmobilers and law enforcement 
officials, emergency medical treat- 
ment is an issue that both of these 
groups agree is of major importance. 
Fire departments in both East Jordan 
and Mancelona are equipped with 
ambulatory sleds that can be brought 
into a trail area that is not easily ac- 
cessible. Accident victims can then 
be transported safely to a waiting 
emergency vehicle. 

But having all the conveniences, 
safety policies, marked trails and 
routes available to snowmobilers is 
not the most important reason that 
East Jordan has remained such a 
popular snowmobiling area. What 
strikes visitors the most is that they 
are truly welcome. Residents and 
business owners alike seem to genu- 
inely appreciate both the sport of 
snowmobiling and the people who 
come to enjoy the area. They are 
proud of where they live and don’t 
seem to mind sharing a little of the 
‘beauty that surrounds them.

Contest rules stated that the con- 
testants had to be at least 16 years 
old and not over 21 years old, that 
no contestant having false teeth, 
fallen arches, or hang nails would be 
eligible, and that contestants had to 
have been seen skating on the mill 
skating pond at least once during the 
year, keeping their balance with the 
help of no more than three people. 

The winner of the first contest 
in 1936 was Eva Dennis, now Healey, 
who competed in a field of [2 con- 
testants. Her title read, “Miss Eva 
Dennis, Her Majesty, Miss Aurora 
Borealis, Belle of the Blizzard, Su- 
preme Ruler of Winter Storms, De- 


fender of the North Winds and 
Guardian of the Northern Lights.” 

This impressive list of titles was 
carried honorably by Eva for more 
than 50 years. The contest was not 
held again during that time. It was 
revived several years ago by the 
chamber of commerce and the Sno- 
Blast Winter Festival committee. Eva 
crowned the new Belle. Cathleen 
King, who crowned the reigning 
Belle, Cheryl Rebec. Chery] will 
crown this year’s winner.

time they were mostly used by farm- 
ers to herd the livestock. Manufac- 
turers began making snowmobiles 
for pleasure in the 1960s. 

Dick Clark, president of the East 
Jordan Snowmobilers Club, collects 
Rupp snowmobiles. Rupps were built 
between 1965 and 1978, Clark said. 
He has more than 50 sleds, many of 
them bought for parts to restore other 
sleds. Currently Clark is restoring a 
1966, the oldest snowmobile in his 
collection. 

The difference between the older 
snowmobiles and today’s snowmo- 
biles is tremendous, Clark said. 

“The major difference is that you 
used to ride for one hour and then 
you worked on them for three hours.” 

Now you can ride for much 
longer periods of time with very little 
maintenance. The ride is much 
smoother and the seats are softer than 
earlier sleds, Clark said. Manufactur- 
ing of high-tech snowmobiles began 
in the mid- 1970s. 

Several antique and vintage 
snowmobiles are expected to be on 
display on during the Sno-Fest.
